Mr. Farnaworth appear) to 
have studied the subject of ths tariff closely, 
and there is other evidence than this letter 
that he has done so ;~and he treats it with 
great ability and remarkable conciseness and 
clearness:

Mr DBAS SIB : The tariff,at it now stands, 


by imposing heavy taxes ou the importation 
of bituminous coal and aalt^entirely prohib- 
it! the manufacture of several articles of 
great importance and extern!™ use iu this 
country. Salt is the principal raw material 
for the manufacture of muriatic (hydrochlo- 
ric) acid, soda ash, sal soda, anil bleaching 
powders. Very large quantities of these are 
used in this country; aud, except muriatic 
acid, are all imported, as the duty ou all the 
imported articles is much leas than upon 
the salt from which they are made. Muri- 
atic acid is made in this country almost en- 
tirely, in consequence ot the difficulty and 
expense of transporting it from abroad In 
glass. But it costs here in the market about 
3 14 cents to 3 1-2 cents per pound, while 
we ought to get it at less than half that 
price. In England it is largely used for 
bleaching,for which purpose it is better than 
sulphuric acid; but iu this country sulphur- 
ic acid is used on account of the dearuess of 
the bettor acid. Soda ash and sal soda,which 
are very largely used in tho arts, are made 
from 
salt and are necessarily imported, 


because tho duty upon them is very much 
less than upon the raw material. The 
chlorine of bleaching powder (chloride of 
lime) is also made from salt, and could be 
made here—as we might make soda ash and 
sal soda—were it not for the heavy tax upon 
the raw material.
